This high percentage, he pointed
out, can be sharply reduced if em-
phasis is placed on the prevention
;| of dental disease in the home and
i|the classrqom. The responsibility,

light, then rests with the parent,
teacher and vici leader, the Mayor
commented.

He added that there exists ‘a
